Distinguished Orgdnists are 
‘Coming—The Flonzaleys. 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT. 

Visits by celebrated organists have 
heen comparatively infrequent with- 
in the past few years, but two noted 
performera on the instrument are 
scheduled to come to the Coast 
within: the next few weeks. Both 
will probably appear in recital, One 
ix. Pietro Yon, the other Joseph 
Yonnet. Yon will be heard in a pre- 
gramme at Trinity the 19th inat, 
while Bonnet will probably arrive 
here early in May. 

Mr. Yon, who is popularly known 
in the East, as the “flery organist,” 
ia new to this locality. Although 
born in Italy he has become natural- 
ized as an American, and holds the 
pest of director and organist in the 
Church of St. Francis X@rier, New 
Yark. His style of playing some- 
what resembles that of Hofmann, the 
pianist, Leing essentially brilliant, He 
has written a “Sonata Chromafica”’ 
his instru- 
ment. 

There is still some slight uncer- 
tainty about the visit of Joseph 
Bennet, who played here, it will be 
remembered, about a year ago. He 
is known as the “classic organist.” 
Formerly in charge of music at St. 
Eustache in Paris, he has been ap- 
peering in concert in America the 
past several seasons. Hig style is 
dignified and suited to the more 
serious works for his instrument.

Have you any véry definite idea 

regarding how much work goes to 


make that perfection of ensemble ‘' 


in quartette playing for which the 
Flongaleys are famous? This little 
group of musicians, who have ac- 
guired an almost unimpeachable ac- 
cord in their renditions, have long 
occupied a unique and unsurpassed 
position of pre-eminence in their 
special field of endeavor. J] doubt 
very much whether the Kneisel quar- 
tette in their palmiest days could 
have exceeded in quality the per- 
formances of the Flionzaleys to- 
day, especially in all ‘the various 
types of works they present. They 
play Italian, the German and the 
French with an equally fine spirit of 
understanding. Perhaps at one time 
the famed Kneisel organization 
could have surpassed them in the’in- 
terpretation of Teutonic compos!i- 
tions.

Do you know that the Flonzaleys 
will practice a single sequence of 
measures in a composition for four 
hours at a stretch? An outsider first 
informed me that she had heard

IN COLOMBIA.

This accom 
plished to the satisfaction of his epicurean 
appetite, he gazes solemnly about for several 
minutes, and with a startling squawk 
launches himself in the air and resumes his 
post of vigilance on the top of a near-by tree. 
It is @ great feast to him, this season when 
he may dine on the eyes of a fish newly 
dead. 

Tragedies Without Number Occur 
Daily in the Deep. 


HE other two fish now find themselves - 
grounded in the shallow water at the 
edge of the stream. They flop their frayed 
tails in weak, though franiic, effort to regain 
a swimming depth; but after several minutes 
of vain beating their struggles gradually 
cease, with only an occasional splash or 
quiver; then quiet, and. in a little white the 
water ripples and whispers around tWo more 
dead fish. 


Back in the first pool continues a constant 
repetition of that which we have already ob- 
served. This lasts all through what is 
known as the spawning season when thou- 
sands upon thousands of salmon give up 
their lives to renew their kind. As is often 


the case when nature is left unaided to do 


her work her errors are many and egre- 
gious; there are many thwarting elements 
with which to contend. Some eggs are fer- 
tilized many times, while millions may be 
missed entirely. In this haphazard way it 
is a chance that only two or three out of 


every thousand of eggs deposited may- 


hatch, and half as many survive to maturity. 
The spawning season over, the crowd 
of trout reluctantly disperse in search of 
fresh pastures. But their constant strug- 
gies have stirred up little clouds of soil 
from the bottom of the pool which has 
slightly covered the eggs. and the stream 
now and then brings in more light debris 
until the tiny whitened globules are. com- 
pletely, hidden as well as securely anchored. 
Days pass. Autumn storms crash through 
the forest, swelling the stream to a torrent 
and washing away the bones and rotting 
remnants of decayed fish, and freeing the 
air of the sickening stench. Food becomes 
so scarce that the cannibal trout turn to 
feed upon the smaller of their kind. 
. During all this time some.’ ing ts happen- 
ing in the quiet eddy behind the projecting 
rock. In each egg has begun to stir a won- 
derful and mysterious impulse: some 
strange action, chemical or divine, has re- 
sulted from the union of the pink globule 
with the white fluid. A tiny spot appears 
on each, growing and swelling until the 
egg assumes the appearance of an out- 
landish eyeball. Then a dent appéars on one 
side; out of this a tiny plume sprouts and 
gtows into a tail. On the other side, oppo 
site the tail, a formation grotesquely sug- 
gesting a fish’s head is taking shape. These 
improvements continue until the thing really 
begins to resemble a fish—a very tiny fish 
with an enormous stomach. This stomach 
is the yolk sac of the egg and is a bag of 
food furnished to the infant fish to nourish 
it until it is able to go out and forage its 
own living.

Without par 
ley or delay they strike a definite course 
through the apparently trackless ocean. 

Sharks, seals. and water brutes of all 
kinds hang upon their path, every now and 
then diving into their ranks to gather a 
struggling victim. In their swift scatterings 
to avoid these sea brigands their course is 
continually interrupted; as it is, also, when 
they must ease their way through a hinder- 
ing ocean current. But on the whole they 
track their way as if by compass, crowd- 
ing up from the opalescent depths of sea 
green like a million rollicking children 
homeward bound from school. 

At last they reach the straits which lead 
to the inland seas.

UDDENLY as they are swimming easily

this has a-meshed web of twine instead of 
wire. Panic stricken by this time, they hurl 
themselves against the knotted web until 
their poor noses are bruised and bleeding.

growing town. No wonder the Old Brig is 
jealous as the mighty bridge takes shape, 
which will be strong enough to carry tram- 
ears and other vehicles.

at which the cylinder should run is invari- 
ably stated by the manufacturer fu the in 
structions which come with each machine. 
A variation of more than 2 or 3 per cent. 
above or below this stated speed is suf- 
ficient to seriously impair the efficiency 
of the machine. The grain farmer should 
be sure that this engine will develop suf- 
ficien power to drive the machine at the 
proper speed with th: ordinary load, and 
that it has enough power also to drive the 
thresher at normal speed for a few seconds 
under a heavy load. Even with the most 
careful feeding, occasional choking in the 
thresher will occur, and if the engine can- 
not maintain its regular speed with a slight 
overload, more or less grain waste will be 
unavoidable.

IT IS IN MILK STAGE. The Chea 
H. SCRIBNER. 

As about one-half of the total acreage of 
ley grown in California is cut for hay, 
harvesting of the Darley hay crop f& 
worthy of considerable attention at this 
time of year. The quality of the hay crop, 
which includes both its palatability and 
digestibility, is governed very largely by 
the time of cutting and the manner in which 

the crop is handled. 


In order to secure a product of as hich 
feeding value as possible, barley hay 
should be cut when the grain is in the milk, 
or soft dough stage. At this period a much 
higher percentage of the plant is digestible 
than if it was allowed to mature. Too 
many farmers allow the plant to become 
nearly ripe before cutting, believing that it 
contains more feed value when the grain is 
mature. It is true that, as the plant ma- 
tures, there is some accumulation of food 
material in the grain, but at the same t 
there is a marked decrease in the digesti- 
bility of the straw. Therefore, the total 
feeding value of the planf is appreciably 
less than when it is in a more succulent 
state. In the mature barley plants, the 
x beards are very stiff and barbed, and often 

injure the mouths of animals consuming it. 
But while the plants are in the milk or 
dough stage the beards are far less objec- 
tionable.

Hay of every kind te tajured by rain and 
dew, which causes it to bleach and take 
from its natural aroma and palatability 
elements that are absolutely essential] to a 
good quality of hay. It is also a fact that 
too much sun curing not only bleaches the 
hay badly but causes the hay to lose its 
palatability and often its weight. These 
facts are not only important from the 
feeder’s standpoint but from the point of 
‘view of the man who is growing the crop 
for the market. Barley hay, to be of the 
best quality, should partially retain its 
color and for this quality the buyer will 
often pay $1 more per ton. To cure hay 
properly it should be raked as soon as it

PHOENIX.—It has taken 3000 tons of 
Arizona Pima seed to supply the spring de- 
mand for long staple cotton planting. All 
of this seed came from Tempe or Phoenix, 
the purest being selected for local planting. 
There has been demand from other States, 
but only Imperial and Blythe have been 
supplied. An order from the Sacramento 
Valley of California remains unfilled. The 
balance of the seed has been pressed for 


oil and then has been locally fed or shipped 
to other points. 

The planting this year will include: Salt 
River Valley, 150,000 acres; Imperial ee 
ley, 20,000; Florence-Casa Grande, i0

The wise gardener, however, does 
not wait for the appearance of insects or 
diseases, but takes steps to combat them 
by various protective measures. 
GET “ARTILLERY” AND “AMMUNITION.” 
Early in the season, in fact, right now, 
assemble the means for fighting the pests. 
Buy a hand sprayer if your garden is a 
modest one, or a more pretentious foot or 
power sprayer if extensive gardening opera- 
tions are being carried on. Also carry and 
keep at hand the necessary concentrated 
solutions and poisons for use as ammuni- 
tion in fighting the enemy. 
Diseases which affect garden plants may 
be divided into two classes: parasitic and 
constitutional The parasitic maladies, 
such as blight, are caused by fungi or 
germs, and usually may be prevented by 
spraying with Bordeaux mixture. Little is 
known, however, of the constitutional dis- 
eases and consequently little can be done | 
against them. If some malady develops | 
that cannot be controlled by spraying with

Arsenate of lead is the poison in most gen- 
eral use for this purpose, but vegetables on | 
which this spray is used should be washed 
thoroughly before being eaten. Spray the 
garden plants at intervals of two weeks. 
with a combination of arsenate of lead and 
Bordeaux mixture and thus guard against “ 
the pests and diseases. Some gardeners 
protect the tender plants by placing over 
them wooden frames covered with mosquito 
netting or fine wire mesh. Cutworms may 
be kept from plants by setting tin or paper 
flares into the ground around the stalks.

A good method for the preservation of Browse Leghorns, Reds, Anconas, 
eges is the use of sodium silicate or water 
glass. If the price of sodium silicate is 
about 30 cents a quart ezes may be pre- 
served at a cost of approximately 2 cents 
a dozen. It is not desirable to use the wa- 
ter glass solution a second time 

Use one quart of sodtum silicate to nine 
quarts of water that has been boiled and 
cooled. Place the mixture in a five-gallon 
crock or jar. This will be sufficient to pre- 
serve fifteen dozen eggs and will serve as a 
guide for the quantity needed to preserve 
larger numbers of eggs. 

The crock should be cleaned thoroughly, 
and then sealed and allowed to dry. 

Heat a quantity of water to the boiling 
point and allow it to cool. 

When cool measure out nine quarts of

As 
many as eleven pairs of squabs have been 
produced by one pair in a year. When pro- 
duction is high the female lays and begins 
incubation while she has young still in the 
nest, leaving the care of them to ‘ther mate. 

Raising squabs has been increasing in 
cities in recent years. On farms the tend- 
ency has been the other way. On a farm 
a flock of free pigeons, if not kept down by |

“To keep a complete breeding record of 


tnestimable value in building up breeds and 
flocks and are well worth the ‘time ex- 
pended in obtaining them. 

The first step in the work is the record- 
ing by a leg-band number or some other 
accurate means of identification of the male 
and female which have been mated together. 
With the aid of atrap nest each egg is identi- 
fied and immediately marked with the num- 
ber of the hen that laid it. The eggs from 
one hen are put into a separate wire basket 
or netting bag in the incubator. By this 
Means each chicken, when it hatches, will 
be inclosed and have a label on it which 
will identify it with its dam. 


When the chick is removed from the 


incubator a band is put on the leg with an 
fMdividual number. This is also recorded 
in the chick index. : 


When not more than sixteen hens—are | * 


kept, the toe punch can be used success- 
fully for identification purposes. The 
punch is made in the web of the baby 
chick’s foot. All chicks by the same dam 
are given the same toe punch. To make 
sure that the holes haven't grown together, 
ft ts an excellent plan to go over the 

chickens about two weeks after the first 
punch and if the hole has filled in, punch It 
out again. This usually results in a per- 
manent mark. 

When leg bands are used the chicks 
must be -looked over frequently to make 
sure that the bands are not becoming too 
tight. - A tight band will prevent proper 
circulation and might cause fatal injury. 
Regular inspection, however, will avold any 
such danger. 

When the chick is about six weeks old 
the band is removed from the leg and in- 
serted in the wing. To do this, one of the 
chicken’s wings is spread and held against 
the light A point is selected about one- 
fourth of an inch from the edge of the 
wing where there are no large blood vessels 
and with a smal) penknife a clean incision 
is made. There will be little or no bleed- 
ing from the wound. One end of the band 
is slipped through the hole and the ends 
are brought together. If there is no fasten- 
Ing the ends are simply lapped. The ring 
should not be pressed together or the cir-
